WTIEREAS  in  pursuance  of  the  “ Nelson  & Fort 
, Sheppard  Railway  Subsidy  Act,  1892,”  being 
Chapter  88  of  the  Statutes  of  1892,  a Crown  grant 
numbered  745/85,  dated  the  2.3rd  July,  1897,  and  a 
Crown  grant  numbered  746/85,  dated  the  2.3rd  July, 
1897,  were  issued  to  the  Nelson  & Fort  Sheppard 
Railway  Company,  covering  Lot  12.36,  Group  1,

Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting  of  a right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  .Toint-stock  Company;  or  other- 
wise for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals

If  the  Hill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

77.  P>efore  and  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Hill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Hridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Hill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  Oeneral  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Hill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro- 
posed to  be  departed  from.  Hills  which  are  recast 
by  the  promotors  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

82.  All  Private  Hills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  eras,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7i/^  inches.
